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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is JP 8-1 85850. This reference fails to discloses three aspects of independent 
claim 4, particularly, the electrodes and separator being "wound"; the total cross- 
sectional area of the positive electrode tabs being not more than 0.36/R ("R" being the 
internal resistance of the battery); and the total cross-sectional area of the negative tabs 
being not more than 0.18/R (in the case of copper) or not more than 0.14/R (in the case 
of nickel). Taken together, it is considered that these differences between the reference 
and claim 4 would have made the independent claim non-obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention.
